REPORTED IN PRUSSIA 


Austro German Army Driven to 
Defensive All Along Vis- 
tula River, 


Paris, Oct. 17, (2:50 p.m.)—The of- 
ficial statement given out at the drench 
war office this afternoon is as follows: 


“In Belgium the German troops oc- 
cupying western Belgium have not 
crossed the line running from Qatend 
to Thorout to Roulers to Menin. There 
is relative quiet along the greater part 
of the front. 

“On our left wing there has been no 
change, In the region of Ypres, on the 
right bank of the Lys, the allied troops 
have occupied Fleurbaix as well as the 
immediate approaches to Armentieres. 

“In the region of Arras, and also in 
the vicinity of St. Mihiel we have con- 
tinued to gain ground. 

“In the Russian field of operations 
there has been no change if importance 
on the:front in east Prussia. 

“Along “the ‘middle reaches of the 
Vistula river, the Austra-German arm- 
fes have been drivén to th defensive 
along the entire front. To the south 
of Przemysl the fighting continues and 
the Russians have taken 500 pris in- 
ers,”

Folsom, Cal., Oct. 17—Posses search- 
ed the country surrounding Folsom 
state penitentiary today for Frank 
Creeks, who escaped last night in an 
outbreak which cost his cell mate, Har- 
old Flash, and J, B. Drury, a sergeant 
of the guard, their lives; and: resulted 
in serlous injury to two! prison, guards. 
Warden John Smith, in charge of the 
man hunt, is using bloodhounds, and 
as they were put on a warm trail, it 
is believed the fugitive will soon be 
captured, Creeks, if he can shake off 
the dogs, may be able to give his pur- 
suers a difficult chase, He is armed, 
and {it is thought that he will fight to 
the last. 

Creeks, a life-termer, and Flash, who 
was serving a 20-year sentence for 
robbery, were the only prisoners con- 
cerned in the outbreak, 

They had obtained a knife, a dumb- 
bell, to be used as a bludgeon, and a 
piece of metal to unlock the door of 
their cell. Gaining the yard they 
crouched behind a door leading into 
the main corridor of the prison, and 
awajted the appearance of Sergeant 
Drury and Guard Kerr. When the two, 
bearing four guns for the guards jn- 
side, entered, they left the outer door 
unlocked. As the inner door swung to 
the convicts leaped upon them. Kerr 
was struck with the dumb-bell, but he 
was able to stagger back through the 
outer door and strove to close it, 

The keys, however, had fallen with 
the sergeant, and the door could not be 
locked.

Eondon=@ctel:/+7:05-— che 
official war bureau announces 
that four German torpedo boat 
destroyers have been sunk otf the 
Dutch coast this afternoon by the 
British light cruiser Undaunted, 
which was accompanied by de- 
Stroyers. 


London, Oct. 17,—(7:10 p.m.)—The secretary of the British 
admiralty announces that the light cruiser Undaunted, accompanied 
by torpedo boat destroyers Lance, Lenox, Legion and Loyal engaged 
four German torpedo boat destroyers off the Dutch coast this after- 
noon. All the German destroyers were sunk. 

The Undaunted is a light cruiser of the Arethusa class, which 
Winston Churchill has described as ‘destroyers of destroyers.” Its 
displacement is 3,750 tons, length 410 feet and beam 39 feet, and has 
a speed of 29 knots. The armament consists of two six-inch guns, 
six four-inch guns and four machine guns with four torpedo tubes. 
The boilers are fired entirely by fuel oil of which about 750 tons are 
carried. The complement numbers about 270 officers and men. The 
Undaunted was biult at Govan and launched and completed this year, 
Its cost has not been made public. 

The British cruiser Undaunted was commanded, according to 
the latest British navy list by Lieut.-Commander George Seymour. 

The destroyers that accompanied the cruiser have each an anna- 
ment of three four-inch guns and an equipment of four 21-inch tor- 
pedo tubes in pairs. The destroyers are 250 feet in length and have 
a speed of 29 knots an hour. They each carry 100 men.

To the reader blessed with the imagination which can visualize | 
a scene or picture a condition out of the scant material of a news- 
paper dispatch, this war gives the sense of living in an epoch such as 
never before experienced by any people at any time. : 
“To think that we should have lived to see the greatest war s 
| 


the history of the world,” is an expression so common that almost 
everyone has used it. = 

Yet while esuch is the commonest of expressions, how few, if} 
any, yet realize the extent of the catastrophe and the import of what | 
is going forward. Battle lines three hundred miles long, a million | 
men here, another million or two there, three, four, six million beyond, 
all bearing arms and bent on slaughter; ten thousand human beings 
killed in a charge, twenty thousand sacrificed to take a position, forty 
thousand to capture a fort, guns in action that hurl sudden death from 
an unseen battery ten or fifteen miles away, bird men hovering like 
great vultures over approaching columns, battles in the air and under 
the sea, searchlights boreing into the darkness of the night to detect 
the dreaded Zeppelins with their dew of death, wireless whisperings 
around the world to warn peaceful merchantmen of the approach of 
the low rakish craft or of the buccaneers in the offing which we 
thought lived only in the romances of our childhood literature, hun- 
dreds of thousands of the solidest burghers and the most fixed 
peasantry in the world literally torn by the roots from the soil on 
which they sprang to be swirled before the storm, little human atoms 
as helpless as leaves in a hurricane. Charges and countercharges 
through orchards, hop yards and garden plots where chickens flutter 
away from beneath the falling dead; villages older than any of the 
warring dynasties demolished by a volley; cathedrals with memories 
extending back into medieval darkness shattered and crumbled in a 
iwinkling; the proudest leviathans of the shipwright’s brain tumbled 
into the fathomless depths, their human freight gone to Davy Jones’ 
locker like a plummet. 

The whole thing seems like some fantastic nightmare—must 
seem more so to those closer at hand—and one wonders if this can 
be real or is one not going to wake up and discover himself the victim 
of some weird hallucination. 

But its reality is so terrible, so overwhelming, that while men 
rush to arms and women weap, while soldiers and statesmen grip 
themselves and hurl their legions and the country’s resources into the 
abyss one scarce has time to weight the causes and the consequences, 
to guess from where this tidal wave of human misery springs and 
whither, besides the gates of death, the race is bound as it is born on 
its crest. Only this we know, that while the peoples of the world 
have not yet found themselves in this titantic struggle there is, deep 
down in the world’s consciousness, the sense of some immense and 
elemental question upon which the race must divide. Just how this 
question will ultimately be defined we do not at this time know. 
But rising shrill above the crunch and the groans there Comes across 
the fields of battle an occasional articulate and penetrating cry to 
convey some message as yet ~ gue and but dimly worded: “Leadership 
or Lordship,” says Churchill, and invites the world to plunge in and 
settle the question once and for all.

GOOD WORK AMONG THE 
FOREIGNERS OF CITY 


| The local Y.M.C.A. is again begin- 
ning its season's ‘work among the 
}“Coming Canadians" of the city, Two 
years ago 841 men were reached 
through the classes held in the build- 
‘ing an din boarding and lodging houses 
n different parts of the city. Last 
year the number of men reached was 
619, twelfth among the associations on 
the continent, and the second in Can- 
ada. Several of the classes were also 
continued two months longer into the 
summer than in the previous year, 
Among the teachers were four law- 
| yers and law students, three school 
teachers, thirteen university students 
some of whom were ex-teachers, and 
six office and business men. The asso- 
ciation holds a unique position for 
| pioneer work of this kind. Many of 
| the new comers will not respond to 
outside calls, and must be sought at 
their lodging houses and places of em- 
ployment .where their reception of 
teachers is most cordial. Questions 
asked such as “What church” “What 
party?" “What  cost?"-—indicate the 
vantage ground of the association. The 
men have been helped not only in 
teacher, but counselled in matters of 
employment, business, citizenship cor- 
| respondence, travel and other things. A 
beautiful oil painting hangs in one of 
the association offices, the gift of a 
pupil after being eighteen months in the 
city and in appreciation of the teaching 
received, Other tangible expressions of 
appreciation have been, made and 
many inteesting experiences passed 
many interesting experiences passed 
j teaching. It has been far from a mat- 
ter of merely “giving’—some of the 
teachers putting it clearly, when they 
said they perhaps "got" more than they 
“gave.” But apart from the experience 
received in teaching it is well to recog- 
nize the fact that among these “Com- 
ing Canadians" are men of large na- 
tive ability who if helped along at this 
| stage will do credit to our citizenship.
